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Minnesota Holstein Show Best in its History

HE Minnesota Holstein show was one of the finest 
1 ever held in that state. Not only were the two hun- 
dred and fifty all good ones but the real quality ran 

all the way down the line. Naturally the competition was 
hot and the Minnesota cattle met some of the best show 
herds from out of the state in a ring battle that distrib- 
uted the ribbons quite evenly among the principal con- 
tenders. Perhaps Hogar Larsen’s Forum Holstein Farm 
had a little the best of the argument for in addition to 
carrying away five blues, one more than any other con- 
tender, this great string won for its owner the double 
honor of Premier Exhibitor and Premier Breeder. A 
senior and grand championship was included among the 
winnings. Carnation had four blues and a junior cham- 
pionship. McDonald had three blues and a senior and 
grand championship and the Femco string won three 
blues and the other junior championship, being able to 
count two blues in the male classes and one in the fe- 
males’ competition. Larsen won three of the firsts in 
group competition and one each in male and female 
classes. He finished no worse than third in any group 
and not behind fourth place in each of the female 
classes. Carnation’s four blues came one each from male 
and female classes and two'from the groups. This herd 
demonstrated balance by doing no worse than second in 
each of the groups. Femco got two blues on males and 
one on females. McDonald had a blue in male and female 
classes and one in the groups. His balanced herd showed 
strength by placing third or better in every group. The

Mention should be made here of the contribution to 
this great show made by Dr. H. P. Pischer of Minnesota, 
C. E. Griffith of Oklahoma, Hargrove & Arnold and Paul 
Stewart of Iowa and Chapman Farms of Missouri, whose 
herds annexed a fair share of the prize money and con- 
tributed real quality to the various rings. Other con- 
tenders included the State School and Home for Feeble 
Minded of South Dakota, Yankton State Hospital of 
South Dakota, Iowana Farms of Iowa and a large number 
of well known Minnesota breeders. 

The champions of the show in the main were repeaters, 
the Forum four-year-old, Long Hollow Mercedes Butter 
Boy, being again undefeated for senior and grand cham- 
pion and the McDonald two-year-old, King Homestead 
Piebe Lad, winning his second major show as senior and 
grand champion male. Both have won every time thus 
far this year and look able to repeat right on down the 
line. These two animals give any show standing when 
they come out as champions.

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ICHIGAN Holstein breeders need selling on the 
M value and importance of the show ring. While 

their state fair exhibit last week ran high in qual- 
ity, it was by no means representative of the greatness 
of Michigan as a Holstein state with respect to the num- 
ber of cattle exhibited and number of breeders participat- 
ing. A count of the open classes showed only 104 animals 
actually brought into the ring, of which twenty-two were 
from outside the state. The county herd idea never 
seems to have taken hold in Michigan and the general 
attitude of the smaller breeders in the state seems to be 
that they cannot hope to compete successfully against 
the larger herds of the state and from outside the state 
shown at the fair. We believe some intensive effort to 
arouse a greater interest in the show ring and recognition 
of its benefits among Michigan breeders would be helpful. 
In addition to the 104 head shown in the open classes, 
there were eighty-eight head from the Michigan State In- 
stitutions. These, however, were not permitted to com- 
pete in the open classes, but were judged separately in a 
classification of their own. So far as we know, this is the 
only state which refuses to let the public institutions com- 
pete in the open classes. It is quite true that the Michi- 
gan State Institution herds are developed to a_ higher 
point than any other state, but from an exhibition stand- 
point we believe they should be shown in the open classes 
even though the prize money they might win were dis- 
tributed among the individual breeders placing. 

But to get started on the report of the 1927 Holstein 
show at Michigan State Fair, Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, 
Illinois, the only out-of-state exhibitor, was the leading 
winner, having both grand champions and one junior cham- 
pion and ten out of seventeen first prizes competed for in 
the show. The pricipal defenders from the home state 
were Detroit Creamery Farms, Mt. Clemens, whose ani- 
mals took one championship, two firsts and four seconds; 
Arbu Farms, Oxford. Michigan, who took two firsts and 
three seconds; J. B. Jones, Romeo, Michigan, with two 
firsts and three seconds, and E. M. Bayne, Romeo, Michi- 
gan, with one first and two seconds. Practically every 
class brought out an interesting contest among the entries 
from the four Michigan breeders and in some cases other 
Michigan entries, with the Elmwood string and nearly 
every class brought out plenty of quality, among the tops. 
Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, the Elmwood herd sire, 
continued his unbroken string of grand championships 
without serious challenge and DeCreamCo Calamity Posch, 
the sensational young junior herd sire from Detroit Cream- 
ery Farms, repeated his Ohio winnings, taking junior 
championship with the Elmwood calf, King Bessie Pietertje 
Ormsby, as his leading contender for this honor. An-

This 
statement will correct the error appearing in our report 
of last week, in which it was stated that Colantha Hark 
Delaphene, the great old cow from Elmwood Farms, had 
turned the tables on the Detroit Creamery entry at Michi- 
gan. This conclusion was frawn by our Office, following 
receipt of our wire that Colantha Hark Delaphene was 
grand champion. Lady Boon, however, was not at the 
fair grounds at all, but went home directly to the hospital 
barn at Detroit Creamery Farms. With this menace re- 
moved, Colantha Hark Delaphene had no serious diffi- 
culty in going through to senior and grand championship 
with Bell Farm Hattie, who placed directly under her at 
Ohio, a good second and Queen Mercedes Ormsby De Kol, 
another Elmwood entry, in third place. Oakwood Piebe 
Allie. a four-year-old but showing here in the aged class, 
could do no better than fourth.

America. 
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Herd Improvement Registry 


N the pages following are outlined the details of 
O the proposed Herd Improvement Registry, which 

will probably be adopted by the Board of Directors 
and made a part of the Advanced Register when the 
Board holds its regular fall meeting next month. We be- 
lieve the plan outlined will serve a great and valuable 
purpose in the advancement and improvement of the 
breed. 

The plan, as outlined, marks a middle ground between 
the present Advanced Registry records and the Cow Test- 
ing Association records. In several important respects, 
it is superior to the Cow Testing Association record from 
the standpoint of reliability, and hence commercial value, 
and the cost will be but very little in excess of the Cow 
Testing Association work. 

Fundamentals that were considered in outlining the 
details of this test were that it must be inexpensive in 
order to receive patronage of the breeders. It must be 
reliable enough in its requirements for supervision to 
give the records commercial value or otherwise it would 
have but little more appeal to pure bred breeders than 
the present Cow Testing Association system. The latter, 
while of great value and of growing importance to pure 
bred breeders, has not in the past received as much pat- 
ronage from purebred breeders as it should from the fact 
that it was not designed to give a production record that 
would be of commercial value in selling breeding stock. 
In that respect, the proposed Herd Improvement Registry 
will help to remove one of the factors that has been a 
source of worry regarding the future of Cow Testing As- 
sociation work, namely the commercialization of the rec- 
ords. 
The proposed plan will require every member of the 
herd to be placed on test with the exception of certain 
blemished and cows of advanced years under specified 
conditions. This provision is a very important one as a 
means of providing the owner with information of value 
in culling his herd and also in supplying the information 
regarding the actual merit of proven sires. 

The value and standing of these records in compari- 
son with Cow Testing Association records also will be 
greatly enhanced through their official publication by the 
Association in a Herd Registry Year Book, to he known 
as the Red Book. This will make the information gained 
from the herd test of permanent value for later study 
and reference. 

In drawing the rules for the Herd Improvement Reg- 
istry, the Committee constantly kept in mind the ques- 
tion of getting the greatest possible reliability at the 
least possible expense and trouble to the owner. One of 
the things that deters many breeders from going into Ad- 
vanced Registry testing is the clerical work involved in 
copying off the monthly reports. The proposed rules re- 
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quire the owner to keep daily milk records of all cows 
but do not require them to be copied off for transmis. 
sion to the Superintendent unless in special cases it shal] 
be required. These barn records will be available for 
the inspection of the supervisors who can use them ag g 
check upon the production at the time of the officia] 
test period. The official period. however, will be made 
the basis for computing the milk and fat production 
credited. 

One feature of the proposed test worthy of specia] 
mention is the provision that records of individual cows 
may be excluded from the herd average by sending in 
their certificates of registration for cancellation. This 
feature will tend to promote the culling out of inferior 
producers and will make the test immediately interesting 
to many breeders who might not otherwise want to have 
a public record of the production of their herd until they 
had an opportunity to cull out some of their low producers, 

The Board of Directors will meet at Memphis about 
October 19, and they will welcome the views of breeders 
upon the details of this proposed test for their information 
and guidance in taking action upon it. We are very 
glad, therefore, to throw this subject open for discussion 
and if there is any point in connection with the proposed 
regulations that can be changed to make them serve bet- 
ter the purpose intended, the time to bring them up is 
now. In any event, we invite full discussion of this whole 
subject through our columns during the next few weeks.

Unfortunately, she was injured in shipping from Ohio to 
Michigan State Fair throwing out a stifle, which was 
quite a serious matter as she was in high condition and 
very heavy with calf. In fact, she freshened dropping a 
fine bull calf by DeCreamCo Bess Burke Fobes on the very 
day that she would have been judged at Detroit. Lady 
Boon Jewel Fayne was the star show cow of the Detroit 
Creamery Farms string, winning last year grand cham- 
pionship at Michigan State Fair and second prize under 
the All-American aged cow at the National Dairy Show. 
She was out in far better condition this year and would 
certainly have made show ring history, but for this unfort- 
unate accident. Lady Boon Jewel Fayne has a 7-day record 
of 35.09 Ibs. butter, 717.7 lbs. milk as a six-year-old, a four- 
year-old record of 31.52 lbs. butter and a two-year-old record 
of 19.86 Ibs. She is a daughter of King Hengerveld Palmyra 
Fayne, one of the great sires in Michigan Holstein history, 
he a son of King Fayne Segis and out of Bloomingdale 
Hengerveld Palmyra, one of the very greatest of the 
daughters of Hengerveld De Kol. Lady Boon Jewel Fayne 
is from a great proven dam, being one of 7 A. R. 0. 
daughters. She was bred by Mark Curdy, of Livingston 
County, Michigan; developed by C. S. Heeg of the same 
county, and purchased in the Grand Rapids National Sale 
by her present owners. 
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Herd ‘Test Committee Meets in Cleveland 


Complete details for a herd test plan were agreed 
upon by the Committee appointed last June at Springfield 
to consider this subject, and its report, which is repro- 
duced herewith, wili be submitted to the Board of Direc- 
tors for action at its meeting next month in Memphis. 
The principal features of the plan recommended by the 
Committee are: 

The entire herd with the exception only of old 
or blemished cows previously tested shall be con- 
sidered as the unit. 

The test shall be for a calendar year, and credits 
based upon eight one-day periods of supervision 
with preliminary dry milking. 

The herd average will be designated by letter 
similar to the present Advanced Registry class- 
ifications to show whether the herd was milked 2, 
3, or 4 times daily. The herd average will carry 
the highest letter classification shown by any indi- 
vidual member of the herd. Regular A. R. work 
may be carried on in conjunction with the Herd 
Test. 

Two cows may be milked at one time, providing 
they are so placed that the supervisor can observe 
the milking of both cows continuously. 

As many as forty-eight milkings may be super- 
vised daily, which on two-time milking would permit 
twenty-four cows to be tested in one string. 

Records will be published in the Herd Improve- 
ment Year Book to be known as the Red Book. 

The Committee held a meeting at Cleveland, Ohio, 
September 9. Chairman James A. Reynolds presided, 
and the following members of the Committee were 
present: Messrs. Norton, Gardner and Prescott represent- 
ing the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, Messrs. 
Reed, Harris, Wing, Frandsen and Peterson representing 
the colleges. Prof. Borland and Prof. Yapp were unable 
to be present. R. J. Schaefer, of Wisconsin, also repre- 
sented the Association on the Committee by invitation 
and several Ohio breeders participated in the discussion, 
these including I. D. Hadley, State Secretary, and Howard 
Barker. The other breed associations were invited to 
send representatives to sit in on this conference and 
there were present C. M. Cummings, who is in charge of 
the Advanced Registry work for the American Guernsey 
Cattle Club; Sam Crabbe, a director of the American 
Jersey Cattle Club from North Dakota, and Lynn Cope- 
land from the main office of the American Jersey Cattle 
Club. Secretary Conklin of the Ayrshire Association was 
expected but was unable to be present. 

The sub-committee, consisting of Messrs. Norton, Reed, 
Harris and Prescott, which held a meeting late in June, 
submitted a detailed outline of the plan for a herd test 
for the consideration of the Committee. 

The entire day was taken up in the discussion of the 
various phases of this subject, particularly knotty prob- 
lems being the proper relationship the new herd test 
division should hold with respect to the present Advanced 
Registry records’ and- cow testing association work. 
Probably the one phase of the problem that caused more 
discussion than anything else was the question of requir- 
ing a preliminary milking. The sub-committee had 
reluctantly given up the idea of requiring a preliminary 
dry milking in the interest of keeping down the cost of 
the record and proposed to safeguard the records by 
establishing a rather low standard as a minimum require- 
ment for a retest and by surprise tests as needed through- 
out the year. Prof. Peterson, of Minnesota, led the fight 
for a preliminary milking. Several members of the Com- 
mittee had been working out figures in regard to the 
comparative reliability of records made on less than 
twelve monthly periods of official supervision, and it 
was found that eight or even six periods checked very 
closely with the records made on supervision each month 
and with a material saving in expense. After considerable 
discussion, it was voted to adopt the preliminary milking 
as a part of this test and to reduce the number of periods 
to eight as a means of reducing the cost of the super- 
vision. Prof. Reed opposed this action on the ground 
that it would make it impossible for breeders to carry on 
herd test work in connection with cow testing associa- 
tion activities on account of the different frequency of 
the testing periods and the requirement of a preliminary 


dry milking, which is not required for the cow testing 
association. Most of those present, however, were of the 
opinion that the breeders would prefer a test somewhat 
more closely supervis:d than the cow testing association 
record and that breeders generally would make more use 
of the herd improvement registry or herd test if kept 
distinct from cow testing association work in this way, 
even at the slightly increased cost involved. One danger 
of combining the two types of records too closely was 
pointed out in the possibility of testers coming from one 
farm doing strictly cow testing association work to an- 
other which was making records in the herd improvement 
registry in connection with the cow testing association. 
in the matter of supervision while the cows were being 
milked and the testing of individual samples rather than 
composites. The final vote for the following plan was 
unanimous and will be transmitted to the Board of Direc- 
tors in the form following: 


PROPOSED PLAN FOR HERD IMPROVEMENT 
REGISTRY 
The Purpose 
The purpose of the Herd Improvement Registry is to 
obtain records on the entire herd of the individual owner 
in order to make definite herd improvement. Under the 
plan all cows in any herd are tested, so that the produc- 
ing abilities of each individual cow in the herd may be 
ascertained. Records so made may be used as a basis for 
selection and herd improvement as supplemental to 
Advanced Registry records. 
Authorization and Establishment 
Therefore, in accordance with the By-Laws, the Board 
of Directors of the MHolstein-Friesian Association of 
America authorizes and establishes a Herd Improvement 
Registry and a Herd Improvement Year Book, to be 
known as the Red Book of the Association, and adopts 
the following rules for the conduct of the Registry. 
Organization 
The Herd Improvement Registry shall constitute a 
department in the Advanced Registry Office and shall be 
in charge of the Superintendent of Advanced Registry. 
The Superintendent shall prepare and furnish all neces- 
sary blank forms, receive applications for entry, have 
general supervision of all tests for milk and butterfat 
production and issue Certificates of Entry in the Herd 
Improvement Registry. He shall edit all publications of 
the registry and perform such other duties as may be 
required of him by the Board of Directors. 
Appointment of Supervisors and Inspectors 
The conduct of The Herd Improvement Test shall be 
in charge of the Superintendents of Official Testing in 
the several states. In the appointment of supervisors 
and inspectors, the rules for advanced registration cover- 
ing such procedure shall apply; and such supervisors 
and inspectors shall be appointed in the usual way. 
Entering Herds for Test 
Only cows entered in the Herd Book of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. shall be eligible for 
entry in the Herd Improvement Registry. Any owner of 
such registered Holstein-Friesian cattle may on applica- 
tion to the Superintendent of Advanced Registry enter 
such cows in the Herd Improvement Test. 
Omissions from Test 
In herd improvement testing under the Herd Improve- 
ment Registry rules, all registered Holstein-Friesian cows 
in the herd entered for test shall be included, provided 
that, at the option of the owner, any cow that has lost 
the use of more than one quarter of her udder or that 
any cow over 12 years of age and having previously made 
a semi-official long-time record or a Herd Improvement 
record may be omitted. Also, any cow in the herd may 
be omitted from the Herd Improvement Registry, provided 
that, before the close of the eleventh month of the herd 
test year, her Certificate of Registry has been surrendered 
to the Superintendent of Advanced Registry, for trans- 
mission to the Secretary of the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation of America for cancellation. 
Application for Permission to Test 
Application for permission to test for the Herd 
Improvement Registry shall be made upon forms fur- 
nished by the Superintendent, and shall be accompanied 
by a fee of $2.00 per herd per year, which payment shall 
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entitle the owner to a copy of the volume of the Herd 
Improvement Registry Year Book (Red Book) ir which 
his herd is entered. 

Conduct of Tests 

All cows offered for test for the Herd Improvement 
Registry must be registered in the Herd Book of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America before any 
reccgnition can be given, and each cow must be identified 
by the supervisor at the time that each test is conducted. 
If the color markings of the animal do not agree with 
those on the Certificate of Registry, or for any reason the 
Certificate of Registry is not at hand for comparison, the 
supervisor shall make diagrams of color-markings of the 
cow tested, and shall attach the same to his report of 
the test to be sent to the Superintendent through his 
appointing officer. 

The herd test may be begun with any calendar month 
and conducted for one year. Parts of two lactation 
periods of any cow may be included in the yearly record. 
The records made during the 12-month period may be 
used in computing a yearly herd average. Provided the 
whole herd be tested in one and the same classification, 
the certificate shall bear that classification letter. If 
tested otherwise than in one classification, the certificate 
shall bear the highest classification letter used. 

Herd Improvement Registry testing may be done in 
conjunction with testing for advanced registration, that 
part of the herd tested for advanced registration being 
subject to Advanced Registry rules in full. In this com- 
bination any cow may be tested wholly in A. R. test or 
partly in A. R. test and partly in Herd Improvement 
Registry test. In the latter case the two portions of the 
year’s test shall make up the Herd Improvement Registry 
record. 

Eight official test periods of 24 hours each with 
preliminary milking shall be required during the herd 
test year. The first test of any herd should be made as 
early in the starting month as practicable and thereafter 
tests should be made through the year as may be possible 
with an interval of approximately 45 days between tests. 

Not more than two cows may be milked at the same 
time, and they must be so placed that the supervisor can 
observe the milkings of both cows continuously. 

Daily milk records for each cow under test shall be 
kept on forms furnished or approved by the Superin- 
tendant. Such records shall be available at all times for 
inspection by the supervisor, and shall be furnished to 
the Superintendent upon his request. Milk records may 
begin with the fourth day from calving, the calendar day 
on which the calf is dropped being counted as the first 
day. 
Credits for milk and butterfat may be based on the 
one day test as reported by the supervisor or on the 
owner’s milk report and the per cent of fat as determined 
by the supervisor, at the discretion of the Supintendent. 

Retest 

Automatic retest shall be required when, after the 
second month of lactation, any cow produced in excess of 
the following amounts of fat during the 24-hour official 


period: 


Junior 2-year-olds — 2.1 lbs. fat in one day 
Senior 2-year-olds — 2.3 lbs. fat in one day 
Junior 3-year-olds — 2.5 lbs. fat in one day 
Senior 3-year-olds — 2.7 lbs. fat in one day 
Junior 4-year-olds — 2.9 lbs. fat in one day 
Senior 4-year-olds — 3.0 lbs. fat in one day 
Full aged cows — 3.1 Ibs. fat in one day 


If one or more cows in a herd require an automatic 
retest, the Superintendent may require that the entire 
herd or any portion thereof be retested. 

Issue of Certificates 

A certificate shall be issued by the Superintendent to 
the owner of each herd completing one year’s record, this 
certificate showing the name and number of each cow, 
her age at beginning of record, number of days in milk, 
total milk production, average butter fat percentage and 
total butterfat production for the entire herd during the 
year, and the classification letter under which the method 
of milking places the herd. , 

The standard method for computing herd averages, as 
adopted by the American Dairy Science Association, shall 
be employed in determining average production of milk 
and butterfat for herds. 

Dishonest or Fraudulent Practice 

If the Superintendent shall be satisfied that any dis- 
honest or fraudulent practice has been employed in the 
making of any herd improvement record, he may reject 
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such record or, if the record has been accenied and the 
certificate issued therefore, the Board of Directors may 
cancel such acceptance and certificate, if satisfied that 
the rules of the Association have been violated or that 
dishonest or fraudulent practice has been employed in 
the making of the test, after notice and a hearing given 
as prescribed by the By-Laws. Any person or persons 
found guilty of violating or evading these rules or of 
employing dishonest or fraudulent practice in connection 
with making tests for Herd Improvement Registry may 
be censured, suspended or expelled from the Association 
after notice and a hearing given and had as prescribed jp 
Sections 9 and 10 of Article 1 of the By-Laws of the Ag. 
sociation, in reference to charges against a member. 
Matters not Covered by Rules 

Matters not covered by these rules shall be admin. 

istered by the Superintendent and his decision shall be 


final.

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The Charles W. Lamb Herd 


A few days ago along late in the 
afternoon I drove through one of 
Madison County’s most productive and 
most beautiful valleys, to the Lamb- 
hurst Stock Farm of Charles W. 
Lamb, which is located two miles from 
Poolville, N. Y. and one and one-half 
miles from Hubbardsville.

but her udder has the appearance of 
starting to break down especially in 
the front quarters. Third place went 
to the Iowa Board of Control cow.

Fredmar Farms showed an excel- 
lent four-year-old cow which won the 
blue. As this cow is due to freshen 
soon, she will be shipped home and 
put on test. 

The junior champion heifer was 
the junior yearling, Lawnwood Bab- 
bette Waldorf Lyndale 1091544, 
shown by Woodlawn Dairy Farm. 
She is a very large, straight, deep- 
bodied heifer and was a strong con- 
tender for grand championship. 

One of the most pleasing classes 
of the show was the heifer calf ex- 
hibit of twenty-one head. They were 
all mighty good calves—not a “tail- 
ender” in the bunch. Logan & Son 
won on the daughter of their cow, 
Sidd Hill Ormsby Segis, which holds 
the U. S. milk records for 7 and 30 
days.

Michigan Brings Out Quality, Not Quantity

Mixture of great quality. The judge had a serious prob- 
lem in this class with Changeling Burke De Kol, the entry 
of J. B. Jones. This was a much larger, stronger type 
of heifer than anything else in the class, who either had 
to go to the top of the ciass or fairly well down. Judge 
Reed considered her objectionably coarse, and, therefore, 
dropped her to fifth place, although some of us, including 
the writer, would have overlooked the coarseness in a 
heifer of that age and put her at the top of the class. The 
heifer class was the largest of the show with twenty-six 
entries, and the quality is shown by the fact that fourteen 
of them, or over half. survived the first cut. Judge Reed 
gave a new shuffle to the big heifers from Elmwood 
Farms that have been doing so well throughout the sea- 
son, putting the daughter of Pearl of Highlawn up, fol 
lowed by a daughter of DeCreamCo Bess Burke Fobes 
from Detroit Creamery Farms, and then followed by Black 
Kathleen Ormsby, the Elmwood heifer that has been win- 
ning quite consistently throughout the season, and Max 
View Model Fayne 3d, another sister from the same farm, 
in fourth position. The Pearl heifer is even more blocky 
than her dam, Pearl of Highlawn, the All-American calf 
of 1924, and this defect is heightened by too much condi- 
tion. 

Elmwood Farms took all of the groups except calf 
herd, which went to a very uniform string from Detroit 
Creamery Company. In the aged herd, Elmwood had a 
most remarkable lineup. In fact. Jim Bollerup stated that 
never in all of his show ring experience had he brought 
out an aged herd carrying so many important ribbons in 
the individual classes. The five head making up this 
group consisted of the grand champion bull, the grand 
champion cow, the first prize two-year-old, the first prize 
junior yearling who was also junior champion and reserve 
grand champion, and the first prize heifer calf. 

Features of the showing from the State Institutions 
Herds were the dethroning of Traverse Echo Sylvia 
Kaastra, the son of Echo Sylvia King Model, who has been 
the leading show ring winner among the Institution herd 
sires, by one of his brothers, Traverse Echo Sylvia Wal- 
ker, a Pontiac State Hospital herd sire. The Kaastra 
bull heads the Michigan Reformatory herd. Another 
feature was the grand champion cow, Tulip Beauty, from 
the Michigan Reformatory, and her daughter, Pauline 
Tulip Beauty. from the same herd, that placed second in 
the aged cow class, and also the showing of Traverse 
City State Hospital in the younger classes. Doc Mont 
gomery, of Michigan Reformatory, whom Jim Hayes re 
fers to as the “puny herdsman” (he was a former football 
man at Michigan State), carried away the handsome ban- 
ner for the best herd of ten head for Michigan Reforma- 
tory with Pontiac State Hospital getting the reserve bal- 
ner. 

Prof. O. E. Reed, of Michigan State College, judged 
the Holstein classes with very general satisfaction. Fol-

Director of Geneva Station Accepts 
Presidency Of Massachusetts 
College 


pr. R. W. Thatcher, for the past six 
years Director of the State Agricul- 
‘ural Experiment Station at Geneva, 
Nn. Y. has resigned as head of that 
institution to accept the presidency 
of the Massachusetts Agricultural 
College at Amherst, Mass. Dr. 
Thatcher's resignation will become 
effective September first. 

Dr. Thatcher came to Geneva on 
July 1, 1921, from the University of 
Minnesota where he had been Dean 
of the College of Agriculture and 
Director of the Experiment Station 
for several years. Previous to that 
he had held various positions in the 
agricultural colleges and experiment 
stations of Nebraska and Washington. 

Under Dr. Thatcher’s regime the 
activities of the Station were mater- 
jally enlarged, many new lines of 
work being undertaken and research 
laboratories established at Riverhead 
and in the Hudson River Valley for 
special investigation of problems 
peculiar to those regions. 


Dr. Thatcher was also the only 


eastern representative of President 
Coolidge’s Agricultural Conference 
called together 1924 to draw up a 


series of recommendations looking to 
the relief of the agricultural depres- 
sion which then confronted a large 
part of the country. 

The Massachusetts

GRAZING NOTES 


Blue Grama Grass Not Killed Out By 
Cattle If Overgrazing Is Prevented 


Blue grama grass, one of the most 
valuable forage zrasses on the South- 
western ranges, will thrive if over- 
grazing is avoided, according to 
experiments made by the Forest Ser- 
vice, United States Department of 
Agriculture, on some of the northern 
Arizona ranges. 

These experiments have been under 
wey since 1912 in an effort to deter- 
mine how the various important 
range plants react to different 
degrees of grazing. It was found that 
blue grama is crowded out by the 
competition of bunch grasses if cattle 
are kept off the range entirely, but 
that the blue grama maintains its 
stand and may even gain under light 
to complete grazing. It is killed out, 
however, by long continued overgraz- 
ing. Bunch grasses were found to 
gain under light grazing or total pro- 
tection from live stock, but to decline 
under full use of the range by cattle. 
In 1924, an unusually dry year in the 
Southwest, records showed that 
drought may cause a reduction of 
from 40 to 60 per cent of the forage 
crop even on ungrazed areas.
